HEAVY COSTS OF PRINTING. 


How Money is Waited in the State Print­ 


ing 
Office. 


SACRAMENTO, "Feb. 4.—When the 
bill appropriating $50,000 for a de­ 
ficiency in the State Printing Office 


was presented to Governor Budd he 
immediately 
inquired 
why 
there 
should be such a big financial hole to 
fill up. 


He began putting questions on the 
subject, and concerning the result of 
them said tonight: 
"I found that 
State Printer Johnson is as square as 
a die, but, as he said himself, the sys­ 
tem governing the 
State Printing 
Office is at fault. 
Matter to be print­ 
ed is rushed into the office at any 
and all times, and he has to keep 
enough men on hand to handle all of 
it rapidly when it is brought in. 
It 
would not be practicable for him to 
discharge printers for a day or two 
and then rustle around to find them 
again when a large quantity of Legis­ 
lative bills and State reports are sent 
to the office, so he has to keep a 
large force all the time and pay men 
while they are waiting. 


"I asked him why he could not 
pay them according to the thousands 


of ems they set, but he showed me 
that that plan would not be a correct 
one for an office like this, where a 
great deal of work such as is done by 


job printers is performed. 


"I found that two years ago the 
same condition of affairs existed, and 
there was a deficiecy of $50,000 pro­ 
vided for. 
T h e system is too ex­ 
pensive, but that is not Johnston's 
fault 
I am satisfied that he is doing 
ths best he can." 


Governor-Budd gave some details 
as t o the manner in which work done 
in the State Printing Office is render­ 
ed costly. 
The State Board of Ex­ 
aminers looks over the reports of

INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


There has not been a proposition 
made in California of greater 
future 
value to the State, and consequently 
to the whole Coast, for whatever bene 
fits one is for the good of the other, 
than the one printed in the Call re. 
cently Over the signature of "Engi 
neer." 
Its statement is a cortcise 
one and covers the general ground 
very thoroughly. 


The 
project is by internal improve 
ment to make the inland waters of 
California navigable in one direction 
as far as Redding and in another to 
Tnlare Lake. 
As far as engineering 


is concerned the work will be com 
paratively light when in the hands of 
a competent engineer. 


The 
writer says: "The Sacramento 
river from Suisun bay to the mouth 


of the American river, at Sacramento, 
should not be less than ten feet in 
depth, at low tide, *nd 
with this 
depth the ocean tide would reach 
Sacramento by river, and by canal to 
the mouth of the Feather river, es 
peciafly if the channels are corrected 
and . the levee 
systematically and 
scientifically located and constructed 
"This river, from the mouth of the 
American to the mouth of the 
Feather river, should not be less than 
eight, feet in depth, at low water, and 
especially 
through 
the American 
b'asin increased in width for flood 
capacity. 
This improvement 
will 
help reclaim 
large tracts of good 
fertile lands. 


"From the junction of the Feather 
river to' Colusa and Buttejslough, and 
possibly to Tehama, the river should 
be straightened in many places, the 
bends cut down or cut offs made, 
and widened when practicable and 
made to a depth of six feet. 
From 
Tehama to Red Bluff a depth of four 
feet could be maintained and from 


Red 
Bluff to Redding or Middle 
creek by a system of dams adopted 


by the U. S. Government on the 
Mississippi river at Keokuk, Iowa, 
and such rivers as the United States 
has placed in the Ohio river, three 
feet of water could be maintained. 


"The 
best remedy for carrying off 
the flood waters of the Sacramento 
valley below the junction of the 
Feather and Sacramento rivers, is to 
have a State canal built from the 
mouth of Cache creek, near Rio Vista, 
to the junction of Feather 
river 
(which is only 1 9 feet above low tide, 


4 0 miles in length, with an average 
cut of 8 feet) which can be nude a 
tidal canal, with one-tenth of a foot 
fall per mile, with only locks at either 
enJ, so that this canal tan be used 


for transport at all times, and in case 


of flood its gates can be thrown open 
and the Sacramento valley be saved 
from injury below the mouth of the 
Feather river; and in the future if it 
could be accomplished the canal 
could be extended to Colusa or 
further north."

San Joaquin river should be 
improved at least as far as Hill's 
ferry, at the mouth of the Merced 
river, 1 3 7 miles by river Ironi New 
York Landing. 
The United States 
Engineers have 
repeatedly recoin 
mended it. 
The State of California 
can well afford to build a canal, and 
eventually 
continue it to Jersey 
Landing on the San Joaquin oppo­ 
site Of Rio Vista, which now con­ 
nects with the Sacramento river by 
the Three-Mile Slough. 
From Jer­ 


sey Landing the San Joaquin river 
should be improved so that a channel 


of at least ten feet in depth at low | 
water is secured at Stockton. 


"A direct tidal canal from Jersey 
Landing on the San Joaquin river to 
the railway crossing near Bantas, of 
only thirty 
miles, 
will save sixty 


by the present river channel, and 
have but six feet of rise in these 
thirty miles. 
This canal will reclaim 
thousands of acres of the richest 
lands in the State, and facilitate the 
traffic on the river to Hill's ferry, as 
well as provide another channel for 
the overflow of the San 
Joaquin 
river.
